Detroit, May 14—Reo Motor

CANADA DODGE SALES

Toronto, May 14.—Dodge Brothers 
of Canada sales for the first four 
months of 1927 were 1,851 cars, 
against 2,256 for the corresponding 
period of 1926. April shipments were 
710, against 810. The decline was 
due to unfavorable weather condi- 
tions in western provinces, as sales 
in the maritimes, Quebec, and most 
of Ontario have shown substantial 
gains. In the Graham truck division 
during April retail deliveries were 
138, almost double the March total, 
and 57 per cent. ahead of April, 
1926. Commercial business generally 
is exceptionally streng, with heavy 
demand, and it is anticipated May 
figures will surpass April.

| chines for forming and assembling have taken the backache 
/out of the business. The result is not only increased output 
|of uniform character, but so much better conditions for the 
individual worker that “labor troubles” have been almost 
entirely unknown.

Speed Limits—What Have You? 


Sa of the varying problems that motor vehicle operators 

in this country have to contend with is the variation 
in speed limits that all the states and most of the munici-| 
palities supply. Legal speed limits among our states may | 
vary from six per hour under certain conditions 
to forty-five miles per hour in open country in some com- 
monwealths, 

This bad enough, but in Europe the chaos is 
even worse. Naturally, every country sets its own regula- 
tions of automotive speed, and they vary from three miles 
in some places and under some conditions to unlimited speed 
in open country. 

Our correspondent, who calls attention to the European 
speed limit situation, notes that the effect is a genera] dis- 
regard of the limits. We have seen the same condition grow 
up in this country. How many drivers literally keep the 
speed limit law? Very few, we venture to guess.

present, as one prominent sales ex- | 
ecutive put it: “It is certainly not, 


getting any easier to sell trucks, 
but there is reason to believe that 
once they are sold they will remain 
sold.” : 

First quarter’s production of 
trucks of all sizes was somewhat 
larger than in the first quarter 
of 1926. The total for the first 
three months was around 130,090 
units against 125,000 last year. 
But the increase is principally in 
#2 smaller sizes, in which the 
most pronounced expansion of the 
past few years has taken place. 
Most of these smaller sizes are 
produced by the quantity autome- 
bile producers and have no direct 
bearing on the earnings of the so- 
called truck makers. :

New Type Cement 
Used to Repair 
Dixie ‘Highway 


Flint, Mich., May 14.—A quick 
setting cement is being used on 
the Dixie Highway, a mile north 
of Pontiac, to repair a 1,040-foot 
stretch in the pavement. 

Instead of requiring three weeks 
to harden as ordinary concrete does, 
the new mixture will set in from 
three to seven days, it is claimed. 

The quick setting properties of the 
new cement are due to its being 
ground finer than ordinarily, other- 
wise it is similar to the regular 
product. 

Steel wire is being employed to 
reinforce the concrete, which is laid 
ten inches thick on the edges of the 
twenty-foot pavement and eight 
inches in the center. When a tensile 
strength of 2,000 pounds or better is 
obtained from tests, the highway 
will be pronounced safe for traffic. 

The point at which the road is 


‘being paved is known as the “sink 


hole,” and heavy traffic between 
Flint, Pontiac and Detroit passes 
When the road went out 
of commission this spring, due to 
early thaws, a unique plank road 
was constructed paralleling it. State 
police, located at each end of the 
planking, directed a one-way line 
of traffic over it. 

Here long lines of driveaways, 
chiefly Chevrolets and Buicks, fur- 
nished an impressive sight as they 
drew up awaiting the officer’s word 
to proceed. 


Important Auto _ 
Bills Up Before 
Wisconsin Solons 


Madison, Wis., May 14.—Before 
the state Legislature adjourns in 
Wisconsin motorists are going to 
be given plenty of new legislation 
te think about, it is indicated in 
the calendar of bills still up for 
discussion. 

More bills involving the rights of 
the motor car driver have been in- 
troduced in this sesion than ever 
before, and while most of them are 
lost before they get into the cham- 
bers, some of them with radical pro- 
posals are still on tap. 

The Casperson bill, a voluminous 
document with thirty-nine printed 
pages, would confer upon the state 
vehicle commissioner the power to 
receive checks in payment of motor 
vehicle license fees, thus taking that 
— out of th hands of the Depart- 
iment of State and creating a new 
department. 

The bill also makes compulsory 
frequent brake tests for efficiency 
jat all times and makes it necessary 
|for every car owner to have a device 
on the windshield to clean rain, 
lee or moisture from the glass. 

The measure fixes the salary: of 
the commissioner at $5,000, ap- 
pointed by the governor to serve 
four years. Employees of the de- 
partment would be invested with 
the powers of a sheriff in arresting 
without a warrant any person found 
violating the rules in the law. 

Another important measure up 
| for consideration is one by which 
;the personal property tax on auto- 
{mobiles would ba eliminated for 
j|next year and succeeded by an ad- 
} ditional tax of one cent per gallon 
{of gasoline, making the tax three 
| cents. 

Still another raises the state speed 
limit from 35 miles an hour to 40 
;miles, as in Illinois. This measure 
{has already been indorsed by the 
jlower bouse.

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Ford and Dodge Will 


Take Up 


Steel Slack 


ITTSBURGH, May 14.—The usual midsummer lull in 
the automobile demand for steel is expected to be taken 


up this year by requirements 
and Dodge Brothers. 

To date this year both companies 
have failed to buy steel in their 
usual way, due to falling off in the 
sale.of their cars. Both are devel- 
oping new models. Dodge a six- 
cylinder car and Ford a new four- 
cylinder, with some kind of gear 
shift. In both cases engineers have 
figured with representatives of the 
companies on the steel require- | 
ments. 

The steel industry in the district 
has fallen below 80 per cent. pro- 
duction, with the Youngstown dis- 
trict down nearly to 70 per cent. 
The large units at Homestead and 
Duquesne of the Carnegie Steel 
Company have felt a slight decrease 
fm operation schedules this week. 
Officials, however, are optimistic 
and say operations will increase be- 
fore they go lower. 

When Ford and Dodge come out 
. With their new cars it is quite like- 

ly they will be heavy buyers of steel, 

so as to meet the demands which 
are certain to be made. On the 
other hand, some declines in the 
eral Motors subsidiaries, is expected 
during the summer months. 

To date, however, automotive 
steel demands have been holding up 
surprisingly well, and steel makers 
say that if requirements in other 
lines were sustained in like propor- 
tion, the industry would encounter a 
very good year. : | 

The auto trade is accepting the | 
price advances in steel _ sheets, ; 
especially in full finished grades, 
with good grace, believing that a 
stabilized market at reasonable | 
prices will benefit the consumer as} 
well as the producer. The $2 per; 
ton raise in highly finished stock 
was fully justified, say leading 
makers, and there has been little 
complaint against this mark-up on 
the part of the automobile buyers.

Prices are still weak in finished 
steel, but the principal makers are 
determined to do what they can to 
strengthen the sheet market. The 
decline in sheet pr7es, which has 
been steady since the first of the 
year, was empasized forcibly dur- 
ing the week, when the bi-monthly 
settlement took place in the sheet 
and tinplate divisions. The average 
selling prices of 26, 27 and 28 gauge 
sheets shipped during the sixty days 
ended April 30 was disclosed at 
3c. per pound. This is a reduction 
of $2 per ton from the average ?.10c. 
revealed two months before; it is 
likewise a cut of $5 a ton from the 
“ average 3.25c. a pound, disclosed on 
November-December shipments.

A visit was paid to the office 
and salesroom of every General Mo- 
tors dealer in Kansas City here.

Sloan and other members of his 
party talked with the men who 
“sell the cars” and obtained from 
them their slant on the automobile 
business. 

Mr. Sloan told these dealers he 
hoped to learn from them what “the 
Kansas farmer and the Kansas City 
society man” want on their cars and 
what improvement the fleet and in- 
dividual truck owners want on their 
trucks. 

Another problem “tackled” by 
the officials was the used car Sit- 
uation. “The used car situation 
is the industry’s biggest problem,” 
Mr. Sloan said. “We do not ex- 
pect to solve it in a day, in a year 
or in several years, but we do ex- 
pect to make progress. General 

Motors is spending one million 
dollars this year in advertising 
designed to help the dealer with 
his used car problem.”

New York, May 14.—The predic- 
tion that lower rubber stocks will be 
shown in the weekly London report 
next Monday gave a firmer tone to 
the situation in all centers. Future 
deliveries on the local exchange ad- 
vanced 10 to 20 points, while the 
local outside market showed 1-3c 
and stronger on near active months. 
London held firm at 19%d. on spot 
basis. 

Predicted decreases in the London 
stock were estimated at 600 to 800 
tons, bringing the total on hand to 
around 67,500 tons. Deliveries have 
shown no marked gain during the 
week but there has been an appre- 
ciable decrease in imports. If this 
prediction proves true it will mark 
the first downward trend in stocks 
since March, when it was 63,167 tons.
